Modern  Poultry  Ways 

Can  you  recall  when  the  cattle  raisers  and  farmers  of  the  Great  Plain  States 
believed  they  were  making  money  by  roughing  their  cattle  through  the  winter,  and 
merely  giving  them  enough  nutrition  to  keep  them  from  starvation?  Occasionally 
part  of  them  would  dwindle  down  and  quit  living  for  want  of  sufficient  care  and  feed. 

Times  have  changed  and  the  average  cattle  owner,  in  this  modern  age, 
knows  it  profits  him  to  keep  his  stock  growing  and  to  be  able  to  cash  them  in  at  half 
the  age  they  were  under  the  former  method.

Keep  the  self-feeders  well  filled  at  all  times  and  plenty  of  water  (warm 
in  cold  weather)  with  a final  feed  of  corn ; all  they  will  eat  at  just  about  the  time  the 
bulk  of  the  flock  are  on  the  roost.  Scatter  the  corn  well  over  the  scratch  litter  so  the 
hens  will  work  up  a good  warm  blood  before  roosting. 
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If  you  will  consider  the  advantages  of  a glass  cloth  scratch  shed  you  will  see  that  a few 
dollars  spent  for  same  can  easily  more  than  double  the  net  profits  of  your  flock.

It 
is  adapted  for  all  outdoor  forcing  such  as  hot  bed  and  cold  frames,  and  its  moderate 
cost  makes  it  adaptable  for  forcing  vegetables  and  flowers  in  rows  and  beds  when 
used  in  the  form  of  a cold  frame  in  any  desired  shape  or  size.  It  is  also  highly  recom- 
mended for  the  sunny  side  of  poultry  scratching  sheds,  as  it  keeps  out  the  wind  and 
admits  plenty  of  light  and  also  generates  warmth.  Further,  it  is  adaptable  for  lights 
in  barns,  sheds,  stables  or  any  outbuildings  and  for  enclosing  screened  porches  during 
the  winter  months. 

Glass  Cloth  is  also  used  for  temporary  greenhouses,  but,  in  this  case,  as  well 
as  others  mentioned  above,  wind  exposure  must  be  considered.  Don’t  think  of  plac- 
ing the  cloth  in  an  exposed  position  without  plenty  of  supports  to  keep  the  wind  from 
flopping  it  continually. 

We  advise  in  using  Glass  Cloth  to  use  it  on  well  made  frames,  only  they  can 
be  lighter  material  than  generally  used  for  glass  sash,  but  the  usual  supports  should 
be  used.  For  greenhouses,  etc.,  use  supports  lengthwise  of  frames  every  9 inches.

Experience  — Ours  and  Others 

Cabbage  worms  can  be  exterminated  by  dusting  with  air  slacked  lime.  An  old 
burlap  sack  makes  a fine  duster.  The  lime  will  do  cabbage  no  harm  at  any  time. 

Creosote  will  rid  chicken  quarters  of  mites  and  nest  bugs.  Some  call  nest  bugs 
“bed  bugs,”  but  they  are  not  the  same  bug.  Throw  the  creosote  over  the  roosts,  nests 
and  interior  of  building  with  a tin  cup,  making  a hard  scattering  throw  and  only  little  at 
a time.  It  will  soon  spread  and  penetrate  thoroughly.  Be  sure  all  fowls  are  out  and  then 
close  building  for  a couple  of  hours.  Repeat  in  two  weeks  and  there  won’t  be  a bug  left. 

Plant  a row  of  nasturtiums  along  each  side  of  the  sweet  peas.  Late  in  the  sea- 
son the  sweet  peas  will  be  gone  and  the  nasturtiums  will  beautify  the  same  spot  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season.  They  will  also  keep  roots  of  sweet  peas  from  sun  scalding. 

Roup  can  be  greatly  relieved  or  entirely  checked  by  pouring  a tablespoon  full  of 
crude  carbolic  acid  over  a hot  brick  or  iron  of  an  evening  when  the  chickens  have  gone 
to  roost  and  let  the  fowls  inhale  the  fumes.  Also  keep  drinking  water  purple  with  per- 
manganate of  potash. 

Dust  your  cucumber  vines  with  20  parts  gypsum  and  one  part  calcium  arsenate  for 
those  stripped  bugs.  Get  the  gypsum  in  form  of  plaster  from  lumber  dealer. 

A pint  of  cod  liver  oil  for  every  500  chicks  per  day  will  prevent  leg  weakness  when 
chicks  are  housed  up  closely  in  bad  weather.  Glass  Cloth  quarters  will  be  much  cheaper, 
but  it  will  pay  perhaps  to  feed  oil  in  continued  cloudy  or  damp  weather  when  it  will  be 
impossible  to  get  heat  from  the  sun.

Fill  the  pit  full  of  fresh  horse 
manure  mixed  with  bedding 
straw,  etc.  After  this  has  be- 
come good  and  warm  add  about 
4 or  6 inches  of  good  soil  on  top 
and  place  over  this  the  main  hot 
bed  frame  and  bank  up  edges 
well  with  soil.

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Make  Layers  Out  of  Loafers 

One  reason  some  folks  complain  that  “chickens  don’t  pay’’  is  because  they 
compel  one  or  two  good  hens  to  support  a dozen  lazy  ones.  Make  every  hen  work 
for  her  own  grain  feed  and  you  will  find  that  the  hustle  of  getting  their  share  of  feed 
will  actually  MAKE  LAYERS  OUT  OF  LOAFERS.  Double  your  poultry 
housing  by  constructing  a lean-to  scratch  shed  on  your  poultry  house  with  a small 
door  through  which  your  hens  can  pass  and  those  old  loafers  will  actually  in  a short 
time  hustle  themselves  into  layers. 

Use  of  Artificial  Light  Increases  Egg  Production 

Artificial  light  as  a means  of  increasing  egg  production  has  been  tested  out 
by  authorities  and  in  general  has  given  satisfactory  results.  The  main  object  of  arti- 
ficial light  is  to  lengthen  the  hen’s  working  day.  The  loafing  man  becomes  dormant 
for  lack  of  vitality  and  just  as  sure  as  man  is  forced  to  loaf  or  let  vitality  run  down 
just  so  much  will  his  energies  decrease  to  meet  his  environment. 

If  you  are  housing  your  hens  in  crowded  unsanitary  quarters  you  are  forcing 
your  hens  to  loaf.  If  you  are  keeping  your  hens  shut  up  in  their  regular  sleeping 
quarters  for  one  or  more  hours  each  day  when  they  would  be  out  rustling  for  their 
feed,  providing  there  was  a scratch  shed  attached  to  their  house,  with  a small  door 
where  they  could  pass  thru  at  will,  as  early  as  they  pleased  in  the  morning,  regardless 
of  whether  you  were  out  early  or  late  to  care  for  them,  YOU  ARE  FORCING 
YOUR  HENS  TO  LOAF. 

ARTIFICIAL  LIGHT  increases  a hen’s  working  day  and  if  it  can  be 
made  to  pay  a good  revenue  it  would  be  very  reasonable  for  a scratch  shed  to  make 
big  profits.  It  can  be  built  for  five  cents  per  hen  and  will  need  no  further  care  other 
than  to  be  kept  sanitary,  and  bedded  with  a good  scratch  litter  in  which  grain  ration 
can  be  scattered  over  each  evening  after  the  flock  has  gone  to  roost. 

HOW  TO  FEED  FOR  EGGS.  There  are  many  combinations  of  feed 
which  will  encourage  egg  production  and  each  poultry  raiser  must  consider  feeds 
available.  Perhaps  the  average  poultry  raiser  would  find  five  parts  shorts  mixed  with 
one  part  tankage  one  of  the  best  dry  mash  feeds  to  be  kept  before  the  flock  contin- 
ually in  self-feeder.  Where  available  we  advise  either  mixing  some  alfalfa  meal  with 
this  or  keeping  in  separate  self-feeder.  Don’t  fail  to  keep  ground  oyster  shells  (not 
clam  shells)  available  at  all  times.  Again,  a good  big  fill  up  on  luke  warm  water 
every  morning  when  the  weather  is  cold  will  do  wonders  to  encourage  vitality.  Milk 
in  reasonable  quantities  will  always  give  excellent  results  and  fill  a big  place  in  the 
feed  list.  Sprouted  oats  make  an  excellent  green  feed,  but  if  you  can  grow  plenty  of 
good  mangel  beets  (yellow  or  white  preferred)  they  will  make  a much  cheaper  feed 
and  take  the  same  place  as  sprouted  oats. 

MAKE  YOUR  SCRATCH  SHED  OF  GLASS  CLOTH  and  you  will 
lengthen  the  hen’s  day  at  least  a half  hour,  morning  and  night,  and  will  obtain  as 
much  increased  egg  production  as  the  average  poultry  man  who  uses  electricity  and 
pays  monthly  bills  for  same.
